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AYLESBURY 

To  the  Mayor  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Aylesbury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  upon  the 
health  of  the  Borough,  together  with  the  vital  statistics  for  the 
year  1941. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  district  has  remained 
at  a high  level. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Aylesbury  Joint  Hospital  which 
serves  the  district  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  infectious 
disease  has  been  increased  from  forty-five  to  sixty-nine  beds. 
Laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the  Emergency  Public  Plealth 
Laboratory,  Oxford,  and  at  the  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital. 

Six  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  and  were  confirmed  on  admission  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths,  remedial  treatment  in#  these 
cases  was  continued  at  the  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.  Of  the 
five  cases  of  meningitis  admitted  to  hospital,  there  was  one  death 
due  to  tubercular  meningitis  confirmed  by  post  mortem  exami- 
nation. Sixty-eight  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  treated  at  hospital 
during  the  year,  and  ten  cases  of  diphtheria,  there  were  no  deaths. 

The  response  to  the  offer  of  diphtheria  immunisation  at 
schools  and  clinics  has  been  most  encouraging  throughout  the 
district.  Eight  hundred  and  forty-six  school  children  and  four 
hundred  and  forty-nine  under  school  age  have  been  immunised 
within  the  Borough  during  the  year.  One  case  of  diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  Borough  in  a child  who  had  been  previously 
immunised  against  the  disease.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  case 
was  of  a severe  “gravis”  type,  the  boy  made  a 'complete  re- 
covery. There  was  one  case  of  typhoid  and  one  of  dysentery 
reported. 

Facilities  for  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  minor  contagious 
diseases  and  ailments  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  two  Sick 
Bay  'Hostels  serving  the  district. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the 
Borough  and  the  school  teachers  of  the  town,  for  their  invalu- 
able assistance.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Pathological  Specimens. 

Pathological  Specimens  are  examined  at: — 

1.  The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  South 
Parks  Road,  Oxford, 

2.  The  Institute  of  Pathology,  Halton  (Air-Commodore 
H.  E.  Whittingham,  C.B.E.),  until  Dec.  1st,  1941,  and 

3.  The  Stoke  Mandeville  Ministry  of  Pensions  Hospital, 
Aylesbury,  since  1st  December,  1941. 

Voluntary  Hospital. 

The  town  is  excellently  served  by  the  Royal  Bucks  Hospital 
(115  beds),  which  is  centrally  situated  in  the  County  and  Borough. 
There  is  a commodious  out-patients’  department  fitted  with  modern 
equipment  attached  to  the  hospital. 

Ambulance  Services  of  the  Borough. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  maintain  three  ambulances 
for  dealing  with  accident  and  other  cases.  The  ambulance  ser- 
vices of  the  Borough  are  quite  adequate. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  situated  in  Church  Row,  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Bucks  County  Council  and  is  open  as  an  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  every  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  The 
premises  are  also  used  as  a dental  clinic  for  children  of  school 
age. 

Diphtheria  Immunisati on. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  continued  to  be  carried  out  cn 
a large  scale  during  the  year.  Eight  hundred  and  forty-six  school- 
children  have  been  inoculated  at  their  respective  schools  in  the 
Borough;  four  hundred  and  forty-nine  children  under  the  age 
of  five  have  been  immunised  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Government  Sick  Bays. 

The  Sick  Bay  at  No.  9,  Bicester  Road,  admitted  one  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  patients v suffering  from  minor  ailments 
occurring  among  evacuees,  during  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Rural  District  Sick  Bay  at  Waddesdon  Institute. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

The  Borough  conies  wholly  within  the  area  served  by  the 
Chiltem  Hills  Spring  Water  Company. 

Samples  of  water  for  analysis  are  taken  from  different  areas 
in  the  Borough  each  month  and  submitted  to  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Oxford,  for  examination,  the 
result  being  reported  to  the  Health  Committee.  All  samples  were 
found  to  be  of  a high  degree  of  bacterial  and  organic  purity, 
and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes. 

The  gathering  ground,  well  isolated  from  habitations,  and 
situated  on  the  Chiltern  Mills,  continues  to  produce  an  excellent 
supply. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

No  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  exist  in  the  town,  all 
existing  closets  are  water  flushed. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  Borough  is  satisfactory, 
and  is  on  the  partially  separate  system,  surface  water  from  streets 
and  buildings  being  discharged  to  water-courses  at  various  points. 
Owing  to  the  differences  in  level,  four  localities  are  provided  with 
pumping  stations  to  lift  the  sewage  into  the  main  sewers.  These 
arc  situated  at  Mandeville  Road,  Buckingham  Road,  California, 
and  Tring  Road. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  situated  near  the  boundary  of 
the  town,  continues  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Public  Conveniences. 

The  supervision  of  these  conveniences  is  under  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  town  is  well  served  by  the  conveniences  for  both  sexes 
under  the  island  in  Kingsbury  Square,  used  as  a centre  for 
omnibus  services,  and  also  at  the  Vale  Ground,  High  Street ; there 
is  a Gentlemen’s  Convenience  adjoining  the  Cattle  Market.  Tem- 
porary urinals  were  erected  in  Upper  Hundreds  and  Walton  Road 
during  the  year.  , i. 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  has  proceeded  in  a satisfactory  manner.

SHOPS  ACTS. 

The  Shops  Acts  are  at  the  time  of  writing  in  a state  of  chaos 
and  likely  to  remain  so  until  the  end  of  hostilities,  but  many 
matters  arising  from  them  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  LAVATORIES. 

The  Public  Lavatories  at  the  Vale  Ground,  including  those 
for  the  children,  have  been  transferred  to  this  Department  during 
the  year.  They  have  all  been  kept  under  strict  supervision  with 
a critical  eye  upon  expenditure.  Two  urinals,  one  at  Upper 


Hundreds,  the  other  at  Walton,  have  also  been  erected  and  taken 
over  by  the  Department. 

Eighty-two  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Good  work  has  been  carried  out  under  this  Act  and  many 
places  cleared  of  the  pests. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  premises  infested  with  rats  and 
mice  was  fifty-five. 

This  report  has  for  reasons  of  economy  been  made  as  brief  as 
possible,  only  salient  matters  having  been  dealt  with.  It  in  no 
way  shows  the  many  ramifications  of  the  Department’s  work 
which  even  in  normal  times  is  hardly  possible. 

I would  place  on  record  the  great  help  given  me  by  my 
Assistant,  Mr.  W.  E.  Ruse,  whose  whole-hearted  assistance  and 
capable  handling  of  all  matters  entrusted  to  him  have  earned 
my  thanks  and  admiration.  D.  W.  Rixon  has  also  put  in  excellent 
and  intelligent  work  but  I fear  he  will  soon  be  called  up  for 
service.  D.  Keen,  the  Junior  Clerk,  is  showing  good  promise.
